Hail Kmate Herord.— Tho present site 
of Chicago was sold by tbe Indians for 
threo cents an acre Taking the most 
valuable comer lot in the business part 
of tho city as a criterion, tho value has 
increased lao.OoO.OOO percent. In 1880. 
when thore wore fifty people scattered 
around Fort Dearborn, a quarter of an 
acre of land in what is known as the 
"heart of Chicago" could have been pur 
chased for »20. 

Iu the past sixty three years there were 
only two years in which tho city did not 
show an Increase in population over tbe 
previous year.
